To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($1,500.00)  for  the  purchase  of  protective  clothing  for  the 
members  of  the  Fire  Department.  -  Sponsored  by  the  Select- 
men and  the  Fire  Commissioners. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($2,500.00)  to  replace  the  heating  system  in  the  Community 
Building,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto.  -  Sponsored 
by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
transfer  of  Three  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Thirteen  Dollars 
and  Seventy-two  Cents  ($3,313.72)  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  to  replace  the  heating  system  in  the  Community  Build- 
ing, or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto.  -  Sponsored  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Thirteen  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Ninety-two  Dollars  and  Sixty- one  Cents  ($13,592.61)  to 
complete  the  payment  of  the  re- appraisal  conducted  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  there- 
to. -  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  as  an 
ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  for  the  protection 
of  the  welfare  and  public  health  of  the  Town,  a  Building 
Notice  and  Permit  Ordinance  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.  -  Sponsored 
by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board.

TOWN  OF  HILLSBOROUGH 
NOTICE  OF  BUILDING  &  PERMIT  ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS,  to  secure  the  orderly  development  of  the  Town 
of  Hillsborough,  and  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health 
and  safety,  the  following  is  hereby  adopted  as  an  ordinance 
in  and  for  the  Town  of  Hillsborough. 

No  building  shall  be  hereafter  constructed  by  any 
person  or  persons,  unless  said  person  or  persons  shall  first 
file  with  the  Selectmen  a  notice  of  intent  to  build  said  build- 
ing, which  notice  shall  contain  the  general  specifications  of 
the  proposed  building  or  new  construction,  its  location  and 
intended  use,  and  such  other  information  as  the  Selectmen 
may  require,  and  upon  the  filing  of  such  notice,  obtain  from 
the  Selectmen  a  permit  for  such  building. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  notice  by  the  Selectmen  or  any  one 
of  them,  unless  the  Selectmen  make  a  determination  that 
said  building  is  not  in  the  public  interest  or  in  any  way 
jeopardized  the  public  health  and  safety,  they  shall  forthwith 
issue  the  permit  to  the  person  or  persons  filing  the  notice, 
which  permit  shall  be  visibly  displayed  by  the  person  or 
persons  at  the  site  of  said  construction.  Said  permit  may  be 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Selectmen  may  deter- 
mine. 

In  the  event  the  Selectmen  shall  make  a  determination 
that  the  proposed  building  is  not  in  the  public  interest  or  in 
any  way  jeopardized  the  public  health  or  safety,  they  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  applicant  of  such  determination  and 
their  refusal  to  issue  the  permit  shall,  and  upon  their  re- 
quest, be  granted  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
within  15  days  from  the  notice  of  such  refusal,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  rights  of  appeal  as  set  forth  in  New  Hampshire 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  36,  as  if  said  Board  of 
Selectmen  were  a  Board  of  Adjustment. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commence  con- 
struction of  any  building  within  the  Town  of  Hillsborough, 
without  having  first  filed  the  notice  as  herein  required  and 
obtained  the  permit  as  hereinabove  set  forth.  Any  person 
who  shall  be  found  guilty  of  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  the  maximum  amount  allowed  by  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  each  day  such 
violation  shall  continue  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1968  was  a  year  of  many  changes  in  Hillsborough.  The 
re-valuation  of  all  Town  properties  conducted  by  the  State 
Tax  Commission  probably  was  the  most  important,  since 
it  resulted  in  all  property  in  Town  being  taxed  equally.  The 
total  valuation  of  Hillsborough  properties  has  changed  from 
9.1  million  to  the  new  assessment  of  21.6  million. 

During  the  year  the  T.R.A.  project  on  the  East  Wash- 
ington Road  was  completed.  The  Highway  Department  also 
rebuilt  Preston  Street,  Pearl  Street,  and  Cross  Street.  By 
continuing  our  efforts  in  this  area,  all  our  streets  will  soon 
be  improved. 

Without  a  doubt,  the  taxpayers  of  Hillsborough  can  look 
with  great  pride  on  our  newly  constructed  Fire  and  Police 
Station,  which  also  houses  a  new  Hillsborough  District 
Courtroom.  The  Selectmen  wish  to  recognize  the  Building 
Committee  and  the  Fire  Commissioners  for  their  many  hours 
of  work  to  provide  this  new  addition  to  our  Town. 

Effective  January  1,  1969  all  the  assets,  liabilities,  equip- 
ment, and  land  of  the  Hillsborough  Bridge  Village  Fire  and 
Water  Precinct  were  transferred  to  the  Town.  However, 
as  in  the  past,  all  activities  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Departments  will  be  conducted  by  their 
duly  elected  commissioners.  The  Selectmen  will  act  as  sup- 
porting members  only. 

During  the  year  Anderson-Nichols,  consulting  engineers 
of  Concord,  made  application  to  the  Federal  Agency  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  our  interest  free  loan 
of  $80,000.00  to  complete  final  plans  for  Sewerage  and 
Treatment  facilities.  A  priority  number  has  been  assigned 
to  our  application.  However,  no  definite  time  is  known  when 
the  loan  will  be  approved. 

Looking  forward  to  1969,  we  will  try  to  keep  the  spend- 
ing of  tax  monies  at  a  minimum.  We  will  not  be  buying  new 
equipment  for  the  Highway  or  the  Police  Department.  How- 
ever, the  Governing  Board  of  the  Community  Building  will 
ask  for  an  appropriation  to  replace  the  furnace.  We  are  plan- 
ning to  use  separate  furnaces  to  heat  the  Community  Hall 
and  the  main  building.  Part  of  the  monies  will  be  used  from 
Capital  Reserve  Funds. 

This  year  we  are  planning  to  continue  T.R.A.  on  the 
East  Washington  Road  from  Danforth  Corners  to  the  foot 


of  Green  Hill.  People  of  the  area  certainly  appreciate  the 
Town's  efforts  on  this  road.  Our  usual  appropriation  to  im- 
prove village  streets  will  be  included  in  the  warrant  this 
year.

Prior  to  adoption  of  subdivision  regulations  by  the  Town, 
a  considerable  number  of  land  surveys  and  subdivision  plans 
had  already  been  executed  but  never  filed  with  the  Register 
of  Deeds.  Until  these  were  conformed  to  the  new  regula- 
tions and  filed,  they  presented  a  continuing  source  of  poten- 
tial friction.  Consequently,  a  good  part  of  the  eighteen 
meetings  and  two  public  hearings  conducted  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board  in  1968  was  concerned  with  clearing  up  this 
backlog.  By  public  notice  and  direct  approach,  all  such 
known  plans  were  sought  out  and  cleared  for  registration. 
"While  most  of  these  were  small  and  uncomplicated,  in  some 
instances  considerable  change  was  necessary.  The  Plan- 
ning Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  citizens 
who  brought  in  their  plans  and  who  willingly  made  altera- 
tions  (in  some  cases)   at  expense  and  trouble  to  themselves. 

After  two  years  of  review  and  discussion,  final  approval 
was  given  to  allow  recording  of  the  Emerald  Lake  Shore 
development  Plans.  Here  again,  special  problems  existed 
due  to  the  fact  that  some  phases  of  that  development  had 
been  in  a  fairly  advanced  stage  of  planning  and  design  when 
the  subdivision  regulations  were  originally  passed.  Of  par- 
ticular concern  was  the  thirty  feet  width  of  planned  and 
already  constructed  roads.  This  was  resolved  when  Emerald 
Lake  Shores  agreed  to  file  an  accompanying  letter  with 
its  registration  application  agreeing  to  include  roadside 
easements  which  would  effectively  create  40  foot  rights-of- 
way  as  a  pre-condition  to  any  acceptance  of  these  roads 
by  the  Town.  In  addition,  there  were  certain  lots  plotted 
which  the  Planning  Board  judged  unsaleable  and  a  probable 
eventual  charge  to  the  Town.  When  these  were  consoHdated 
into  surrounding  lots,  the  Board  was  able  to  give  approval 
of  the  Plans. 

To  make  existing  regulations  readily  available  to  poten- 
tial builders  and  buyers,  the  Board  published  a  booklet 
containing  a  comprehensive  listing  of  subdivision  regula- 
tions and  all  trailer  and  mobile  home  ordinances.  These 
were  made  available  at  all  town  offices  and  have  found 
widespread  acceptance  and  apparently  filled  a  definite  need. 

In  late  summer  a  situation  arose  which  threatened  to 
deny  the  Town  access  to  Federal  money  for  the  Sewage 
Disposal  project.  As  a  prerequisite  to  Federal  funds,  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development  required  the  Town  to  present 
a  Comprehensive  Town  Plan  done  by  professional  planners. 
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Such  a  plan  would  have  probably  cost  the  Town  in  excess 
of  $50,000.00.  The  Planning  Board  met  with  Selectmen  and 
a  representative  of  Anderson-Nichols  in  September  to  de- 
velop alternatives.  As  a  result  of  pressures  brought  in  Con- 
cord and  Washington  by  this  and  other  small  towns,  this 
expensive  contingency  to  interest-fi'ee  Federal  financing 
has  apparently  been  eliminated,  but  the  Planning  Board 
has  made  it  an  item  of  first  prioriity  for  1969  to  assemble 
the  material  for  just  such  a  Comprehensive  Plan  of  its  own 
should  the  matter  again  come  to  life. 

In  addition,  the  Board  held  its  annual  joint  meeting 
with  the  Antrim  and  Bennington  Boards  at  which  the  prin- 
cipal item  of  discussion  was  the  problems  raised  by  air 
pollution  regulations  which,  effective  in  1970,  will  ban  all 
dump  burning.  Antrim  and  Bennington  will  attempt  a  joint 
sanitary  fill  operation.  There  is  no  apparent  easy  answer 
for  Hillsborough. 

The  Board  also  had  one  meeting  and  continuing  con- 
tact with  the  Conservation  Committee  on  matters  of  mutual 
concern  and  overlapping  interest. 

The  Board  continues  to  work  for  a  better  Town 
through  Planning.

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CONSERVATION   COMMISSION    REPORT 

Town  officials  participated  at  the  installation  of  a  sign 
designating  Gleason  Falls  on  July  6,  thus  highlighting  the 
gift  to  the  Town  of  an  outstanding  beauty  spot,  the  first 
since  the  establishment  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 
Another  sign  was  erected  in  Manahan  Park  to  indicate  the 
remarkable  natural  area  there;  a  trail  was  marked  through 
the  woods  and  nature  walks  conducted  during  the  summer; 
the  largest  white  pine  tree  was  measured  and  entered  in  the 
State  Big  Tree  Contest.  Another  trail  was  cleared  behind  the 
School  through  the  fields  and  woods  that  are  a  part  of  the 
property  -  to  greater  facilitate  the  use  of  the  area  as  an  out- 
door laboratory;  a  Commission  member  (Brian  Simm) 
supervised  the  school  children  in  the  planting  of  1,000  White 
Pine  trees  to  complete  a  school  forest  area. 

Supplementary  conservation  projects  with  the  school 
also  included  the  servicing  of  eight  free  films  on  conserva- 
tion subjects  which  were  delivered  and  discussed  with 
teachers  in  both  upper  and  lower  schools;  a  carton  of  free 
conservation  material  for  teaching  aids  was  placed  on  display 
in  the  lower  school;  books  were  left  with  the  Librarian  of 
the  upper  school;  a  conference  was  arranged  with  teachers 
and  Leslie  Clark,  Educational  Consultant  of  the  Society  for 
the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  on  the  uses  of  the 
school  natural  area.  The  Chairman  gave  an  illustrated  lec- 
ture on  Hillsboro's  natural  resources  to  the  lower  school  and 
to  the  Scouts,  on  request. 

Nine  meetings  were  held  by  the  Commission  itself;  two 
with  the  Zoning  Commission;  several  with  the  Selectmen. 
A  joint  Open  Town  Meeting  with  the  Zoning  Commission 
dramatized  assets  and  liabilities  of  Hillsboro  with  films  and 
discussion;  another  was  held  with  outside  speaker  on  the 
Open  Space  Amendment;  and  a  third  featiu-ed  the  presen- 
tation of  a  Soil  Map  which  had  been  prepared  by  the  County 
Soil  Conservation  Service  for  Hillsboro  as  a  proposed  basis 
for  future  planning  by  Town  officials. 

In  addition,  the  Soil  Map  of  Hillsboro  should  prove 
valuable  to  Real  Estate  Agents,  and  prospective  buyers  and 
builders  of  property.  Another  guide  to  developments  has 
been  widely  circulated  -  a  pamphlet  published  by  the  State 
Water  Pollution  Control  Commission:  Protect  Yourself  And 
Your  State  Before  It's  Too  Late:  What  to  do  -  how  to  do 
it  -  where  to  clear  it,  if  you  plan  to  buy  -  sell  -  build  -  sub- 
divide -  dredge  -  fill  -  dam.  In  this  connection,  the  Com- 
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mission  filed  with  the  State  Water  Resources  Board  a  pro- 
test to  the  further  di'edging  of  Gould  Pond  by  the  Emerald 
Lake  Shores  Development,  Inc. 

Detailed  up-to-date  maps  indicating  flood  plain  areas 
along  the  Contoocook  River  and  Beard  Brook  have  recently 
been  obtained  from  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Service  in 
Durham  and  placed  on  deposit  with  Town  officials;  flood 
damages  expected  to  occur  in  those  watersheds  during  major 
storms  are  identified  and  potential  losses  estimated:  this 
material  should  also  prove  helpful  in  planning  for  HiUsboro's 
wisest  land  use. 

The  Commission's  property  map  was  fui'ther  worked 
on  (with  records  fi'om  individual  owners  of  large  proper- 
ties), then  postponed  until  the  State  Tax  Commission  reas- 
sessment records  were  completed  in  September;  meanwhile, 
the  Commission's  records  were  welcomed  by  them.  The 
Road  Map  was  brought  up  to  date  with  the  collaboration 
of  the  Highway  Agent  -  with  color  marking  of  different 
categories  of  maintenance;  this  map  should  be  useful  to  the 
Fii'e  Department  and  as  a  guide  to  various  forms  of  recrea- 
tion along  these  unsurfaced  Roads.  The  Chairman's  article 
on  the  need  (and  means)  of  preserving  scenic  dirt  Roads, 
published  in  the  Fall  of  1968  issue  of  Forest  Notes  (Society 
for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  Magazine)  was 
quoted  in  the  Concord  Monitor  and  Audubon  Society  of  New 
Hampshu'e  Newsletter. 

The  Chairman  pai'ticipated  in  the  annual  meetings  of 
the  Hillsborough  County  Soil  Consei-vation  Service  District, 
The  State  Conservation  Commissions,  and  the  Governor's 
Conference  on  Natural  Resources.  These  meetings  were  re- 
ported among  the  fifteen  news  releases  published  in  the 
Messenger;  activities  of  the  Commission  were  mentioned 
four  times  in  State  newspapers. 

A  number  of  free  fihns  were  also  obtained  for  the  Deer- 
ing  Fish  and  Game  Club,  Bird  and  Garden  Club,  Lion's  Club, 
and  D.A.R.,  four  Scout  and  Browmie  groups,  as  well  as  the 
School  and  two  open  Towm  Meetings. 

A  review  of  HiUsboro's  open  spaces  was  considered  with 
the  State  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  the  State  Water  Re- 
sources Board,  the  local  Conservation  officer,  County  and 
State  Soil  Conservation  Services,  and  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  N.  H.  Forests,  based  on  surveys  in  the  field  and 
with  the  afore-mentioned  maps;  as  a  result,  the  Commission 
drew  up  a  set  of  recormnendations  for  the  future  develop- 
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ment  and  use  of  Hillsboro's  natural  resources  which  was 
submitted  to  the  Zoning  Commission,  Planning  Board,  and 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  the  end  of  this  year.  Special  emphasis 
was  made  on  the  desirabilitiy  to  plan  for  the  recreational 
needs  of  the  Town  and  to  preserve  stream  banks  and  wet- 
lands for  Hillsboro's  present  and  future  water  supply  and 
flood  control. 

The  Commission  is  entering  an  article  in  the  Warrant 
for  the  application  of  $1,000  -  which  will  then  be  matched 
by  $500  from  the  Spaulding-Potter  Charitable  Trusts.  The 
establishment  of  such  a  Fund  will  allow  the  Town  to  take 
appropriate  action  in  a  consen.'^ation  project  as  the  oppor- 
tunity arises;  a  case  in  point  is  the  availabiliity  of  property 
above  Gleason  Falls  which  really  forms  an  integral  part  of 
the  site.  Such  a  conservation  Fund  will  attract  gifts  and 
bequests;  donors  with  conservation  interests  will  have  a 
focus  on  the  local  level  for  their  philanthropy.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number 
of  fires  increase  in  an  area  as  the  population  increases  and 
our  state  is  growing  tremendously.  This  means  that  we  all 
must  be  aware  of  fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent 
their  occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  the  lighted  matches  is  an 
adventure,  burnt  fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another 
fire.  A  little  older  we  like  to  have  a  woodland  cookout, 
or  go  out  by  oui'selves  for  a  smoke  but  fire  and  forests  get 
together  for  another  statistic.  We  adults  like  to  clean  up  in 
the  spring,  burn  the  old  debris  and  the  dead  grass,  results  - 
escaped  fires  and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  wood- 
lands and  with  abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the 
back  yard  of  our  villages'  streets,  it  is  necessary  that  eveiy- 
one  be  aware  all  thi'ough  the  fire  season,  which  comes  with 
the  disappeai'ance  of  the  snow,  of  the  need  to  be  careful  with 
outdoor  fires  and  fu'e  souixes. 
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The  following  action  will  help: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To   NEVER   discard   lighted   smoking   material  from   a 
car  or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably    at    the    town 
diunp.  If  you  must  burn  - 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire  ward- 
en for  all  debris  burning  except  when  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow.  Cooking  fires  in  outdoor  fireplaces  or  in  charcoal 
brasiers  in  your  own  back  yard  is  permitted  on  notification 
of  the  warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow  burn- 
ing of  household  rubbish  on  GRASS  by  householders  be- 
tween 9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire  BEFORE 
you  light  the  match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control   to  your  fire 
warden  or  fire  department. 

Help  to  keep  oiu-  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence  column 
and  save  your  tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes.

RESCUE  SQUAD  REPORT 

HILLSBORO  —  1968  —  that  is  the  year  that  was,  as 
far  as  the  Hillsboro  Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad  is  con- 
cerned. It  was  in  May  of  that  year  that  a  long-awaited 
dream  was  realized  -  a  brand  new  emergency  ambulance 
that  would  supplement  existing  medical  and  ambulance  faci- 
lities in  Hillsboro. 

It  might  sound  simple  now,  but  it  took  two  years  to  make 
the  ambulance  a  reality.  Many  many  chickens  were  sold  at 
Saturday  barbeques  and  thousands  of  pounds  of  paper  were 
collected  and  delivered  to  Contoocook,  accounting  for  most 
of  the  money  needed  to  purchase  the  emergency  vehicle. 
A  successful  door-to-door  canvass  finally  pushed  the  fund 
drive  over  the  $3,200  goal  and  the  new  ambulance  was  order- 
ed. On  May  1,  1968  the  shining  red  and  white  customized 
ambulance,  completely  outfitted  with  emergency  equipment, 
was  driven  to  the  new  fire  station  where  it  was  viewed  by 
hundreds  during  the  station  dedication  ceremonies  on  May 
25. 

New  equipment  purchased  by  the  squad  included  sheets, 
pillow  cases,  adjustable  elevating  cot,  combination  crew  seat 
and  stretcher,  chair  stretcher,  radio,  plastic  splint  and  ban- 
daging. Items  donated  included  a  stainless  steel  thermos, 
spit  pan,  spotlights,  blankets,  and  an  oxygen  outlet.  The  most 
recent  purchase  was  an  orthopedic  stretcher  for  use  in  trans- 
porting patients  with  back  injuries. 

During  1968,  the  rescue  squad  answered  30  calls  —  17 
in  Hillsboro,  four  in  Deering,  three  in  Antrim,  three  in  Hen- 
niker  and  three  in  the  Windsor-Washington-East  Washing- 
ton area.  The  rescue  squad  members  themselves  worked 
approximately  250  hours  during  the  year.  Every  single  hour 
of  this  time  was  donated,  thereby  eliminating  a  $375  expense 
to  the  tax  payers. 
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Three  squad  members  were  sponsored  at  an  advanced 
first  aid  and  ambulance  drivers'  education  course  at  Dart- 
mouth Medical  School  last  year.  All  squad  members  are 
required  to  complete  the  Red  Cross  Standard  First  Aid 
Course  and  most  are  graduates  of  the  Red  Cross  advanced 
course  as  well  as  the  Medical  Self  Help  Course, 

The  squad  reminds  local  taxpayers  that  the  emergency 
ambulance  was  not  only  purchased  through  squad  funds, 
but  it  is  maintained  by  the  squad  and  not  by  local  tax  funds. 
The  squad  is  continuing  its  paper  drives  in  order  to  sustain 
the  necessary  maintenance  and  insurance  funds.  Although 
the  members  aren't  as  active  in  the  winter  months,  as  far 
as  collecting  paper  is  concerned,  they  ask  you  to  be  patient 
and  still  save  your  old  newspapers  and  magazines  for  Spring 
pickup.  Also,  the  squad  is  selling  five-pound  fire  extin- 
guishers from  which  they  receive  a  ten  percent  profit  for 
their  maintenance  fund. 

The  rescue  unit  emphasizes  that  its  ambulance  is  an 
emergency  vehicle  only.  The  ambulance  will  not  be  available 
for  regular  transportation  calls.  If  there  is  an  emergency  in- 
volved, call  464-312  and  the  Rescue  Squad  ambulance  will 
respond.  If  not,  call  the  existing  ambulance  services  in  town 
who  are  better  equipped  to  handle  your  transportation  needs 
than  the  emergency  unit. 

The  Hillsboro  Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad  is  grateful 
to  area  residents,  organizations  and  businesses  for  the  fin- 
ancial and  moral  support  which  has  made  the  1968  accom- 
plishments possible.  This  support  verifies  the  Rescue  Squad's 
belief  that  an  emergency  service  is  beneficial  to  the  area  and 
is  an  encouragement  to  continue  the  undertaking.
